Mr. PRESIDENT: 

The select committee to whom were ferred the resolutions of the States 
of Georgia and South Carolina, recommending the call of a Convention 
of the States to amend the Constitution of the United States, and a reso- 
lution of the State of Georgia in relation to internal improvements by the 
General Government, have. given to the subjects embraced in said resolu- 
tions, the consideration which their importance demands, and have in- 
structed me to make the following report: 

At no period since the establishment of our government have the pat- 
Siots and philanthropists of our common country, who cherish for her in- 
stitutions that devoted attachment by winch they have been hitherto char- 
acterized, been called upon so pone: and by so many important consid- 
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erations to arrest the dangers and difficulties of the impending crisis, which 
threatens to sweep from the face of the earth the fair fabrio’ of freedom, 
erected by the toil, and cemented by the blood of our fatners, 

Every citizen of this republic is called upon by every consideration 
which can influence the philanthropist, who regards, not only the welfare- 
of the present generation, but the happiness of millions yet unborn, to 
arrest the threatened danger, and to preserve from. destruction the noblest . 
monument of human wisdom ever exhibited:to ap. admirmg world. 

We are solemnly admonished by, the unhappy collisions between the 
General Government and one of our sister Republics, ever conspicuous 
for the talents, patriotism and generous bearing of her distinguished sons, 
that the period may not be far distant when the experiment of a represen- 
` tative republic will be tried by a practicaltest, that must be- deplored by 
every enlightened mind in either hemjsphere—when the downfall of our- 
free and happy institutions will be hailed by the enemies of civil and res: 
ligious liberty, as conclusive evidence of the truth of the political dogma, 
that man is incapable of self-government.. 

Whatever opinions we may entertain in.regard to tlie measures pursued: 
by our sister State, South Carolina, a State to.which we are allied; by all 
the feelings of sympathy and-common interest, to free herself from the ops. 
pressive burdens imposed upon her by the tariff" laws of the-General-Gos 
vernment, we sincerely and deeply deplore the unhappy condition to which.. 
she hag. been reduced, and instead of chiding her in the stern language of, 
reproach and vituperation, we would meet her in a spirit Jof moderation 
and. kindness, and extend to her, at least, the sympathy-due to an oppress 
ed and suffering sister, 

Although we do not approve of the.couse pursued by South Carolina, 
and cannot yield our assent to the propriety of the remedy. resorted to by 
her, and believe. that she has acted with a degree of precipitancy much 
to be lamented; yet, we cannot entertain the opinion that the distinguish- 
ed and patriotic statesmen at the head.of her affairs have been actuated by 
the base and ignoble motives imputed to them; nor can we suppose her 
citizens so ignorant of the science of government, or so regardless of their 
sights and interests as to become the blind followers of a few desperate ` 
and disappointed demagogues, who seek, not the welfare of their country, 
but their own aggrandizement, i 

We fully coincide in opinion with the statesmen of-Soutt,Carolina, that 
all laws of the Gencral Government having for their object the protection 
of domestic industry, no matter in what specious or imposing dress they 
may be clothed, are contrary to the true spirit and meaning of the Consti- 
tution—that they operate unequally upon the southern and‘ agricultural 
portion of our country, and are consequently unjust and oppressive, and: 
should be resisted by all constitutional means. 

That.the General Government was formed by compact between the 
thirteen original States, (as are those since admitted into the Union,} 
which were free, sovereign and independent, and retained all their sovet. 
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eign powers, except so far as they patted with ttt same by express grant, 
for the purpose of constituting a common agent, with a view to our ex~' 
terior relations and interests—that the General Government is conse- 
quently a government of limited powers, derived from the several States: 
composing the confederacy—that the exercise by it of any powers not ex- 
pressly granted by the original compact, is-a violation of the constitution. 

That the General Government possesses no power to pass laws affecting 
the citizens of any of the States. unless such power be expressly granted , 
by the constitution of the United States. : 

That each and every State hasa clear and indefeasible right to pass 
such laws for the regulation of her internal interest and affairs, and for 
the government of her citizens, as are not repugnant to the express pro- 
visions of the Constitution of the United States, and. the laws made in 
pursuance thereof, = - . 

Aigument would be useless to prove that upon the preservation of 
those principles inviolate, depend the permanency of our Government, 
and the perpetuity of her free institutions; they have been secured and 
acknowledged by the republican party in our country, as political axiorns, 
ever since the passage of the memorable Virginia resolutions of 1798, pen- 
ned by the immortal Jefferson, the great apostle of Amencan liberty. 

We solemnly protest against the dangerous doctrine now attempted to 
be revived and perpetuated by. the weight of popular names, that the 
States derive their powers from the General Government. The inevita- 
ble tendency ofsuch doctrines would be to reduce the States to mere de- 
pendencies or petty corporations, wholly dependent on the will of anin- 
terested majority, Yor such favors as they, in the plenitude of their boun- 
ty, might graciously be pleased to dispense to them; or might, and pro- 
bably would, place them in a much more degrading situation, by subject- 
ing them to be governed by such interpretation of the Constivution and 
laws as the Executive might be pleased to place upon them. It must 
be evident to every mird at all familiar with the principles upon which 
our, beautiful constitutiun was formed, that this anti-republican doctrine, 
reduced to practice, would, in a very short period of time, establish a 
cousolidated (Government, on the ruins of the State authorities, We de- 
precate the exercise, by the General Government,.of doubtful powers, and 
decm it essential to our preservation as a nation, that the General and 
State Governments should be confined within their respective spheres of 
action, and that the rights, powers and privileges of each should be so 
clearly ascertained and defined, as to prevent the recurrence of those . 
unuappy collisions which at present distract our country, and threaten 
a dissolution of the Union—therefore,

GENTLEMEN ‘or THR SENATE: > 

Farnestly desiring to guard against any of those unhappy conflicts 
which have heretofore unfortunately arisen between ‘ome of the States 
and the gencral government, I bave carefully examined a bill entued 
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An act to divide. Yazoo county, and after mature deliberation, feel my 
„saf called upon to exercise the power vested in.me by, the constitution, of 
withholding from. it my apptobation and signature, I therefore return it 
with the following objections; to wit: ; : 

In the 18th article of the late Choctaw treaty, itis expressly stipulated 
that na person shall be permitted to settle. within the “nation,” until the 
Choctaws shall remove from thence to the home secured to them by that 
instrament; ‘and in the 3d article, itis further provided, that not exceed- 
ing one half of the-whole number shall remove during the falls of 1831— 
32-—and that the residue shall;remove during the fall of 1833. "It follows 
therefore, that whether authorized by the constituted authorities of this 
State, or not, all persons entering the Indian cerritory as settlers, prior to 
that time, must be-regarded ag acting in violation of that treaty and liable 
to be expelled by force on the-part of the general government. ‘The bill 
above referred to provides for laying off a new. county, comprehending a 
portion of this territory, ang also, for empowing the board of county por 
lice to locate a seat ot justice. Suppose that this board, in the exercise 
of the discretionary, power vested, in them, should locate the seat of jug- 
tice in that portion of the Indian territory included within the contempla- 
ted county? Our officers of justice residing there, in the discharge of their 
official duties, would be acting in violation of the treaty—-the supreme law 
of the land, and would be liable to. be driven from thence by the exercise 
of absolute force. This would produce a.state ofthings deeply to be de~ 


_ plored, It would produce one of those conflicts between State and Fed- 


eral power, which it becomes the functionaries of this State cautiously to 
avoid, One of those conflicts which have too often occurred to destroy 
the peace and harmony of this great confederacy. 

Again; the 8th ‘article of that treaty provides, further, that the lands 
lying within the Choctaw district, shall not $e sold until-che: fall of 1833, 

The obvious intention of this provision, is to prevent persons from set- 
tling in that territory, until after the fall of that year. The bill above al- 
luded to, provides that the board of county police, after having located the 
seat of justice, shall proceed to lay off lots and dispose of the same. Now, 
if the board should locate the seat of justice in that portion of the new 
county, tnclutied within the Hadian territory, their compliance with that 
provision of the bill would iavite the location of settlers and thus defeat 
the clear and apparent intent of that clause of the treaty. 2 

The 4th section reads thus: “And be it further enacted, thatal] suits 
plaints and actions, which shall be pending in the Cirenit Courts of Ya- 
zoo county, at the passage of this act, when the defendant resides in the 
county of Holmes, shall be transferred by the clerks of the Circuit Cousds. 
of Yazoo county to the clerk of the Circuit Court of Holmes county, as 
Soon as a clerk for the county of Holmes, shall be qualified to receive 
the same,” &c,. Yazoo county has but one Circuit Court and but one 
clerk to that Court, And moreover, this section only provides for the res 
moval of the papers in such causes as may be pending in the Circuit Court 
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of Yazoo county “at the time of the passage of this act;" and does nog 
provide for the remoyal of such as may be instituted therein against per- 
sons residing within the contemplated limits.af the county of Holmes, af- 
ter the passage‘of this act, and before the county is. organized, or a clerk 
appointed to receive them. According to the provisions of this. bill, no 
cletk can be appointed, neither can the county bé organized before -the 
general ‘election in May next. Between the passage of: this act and that 
time,a number of suits might be instituted in the Circuit Court of Yazoo 
county, against individuals residing in the county of Holmes, and the. pa- 
pers in all these causes would have to remain in the Circuit Court of Ya- 
zoo county, even after the county of Holmes was organized, whilst those 
that were pending “at the time of the passage of this act,” would, accord- 
ing to its provisions, be removed. In consequeénce of which, great incon- 
venience and serious injury might result to many of our fellow citizens. 

I sincely regret that these objections present themselves to the passage. 
of this bill, and would beg leave respectifully to suggest the preparation 
of a substitute more ample and explicit in its provisions, to take effect
